For beer with an alcoholie 
content in excess of 3.2 per cent, 
by weight, 3 cents a_ gallon. 
(The present tax on beer with 
an alcoholic content of 3.2 per 
cent or less, by weight, is 1 cent 
a gallon.) 

For wine with an alcoholic con- 
tent in excess of 3.2 per cent and 
not more than 20 per cent by 
weight, 20 cents a gallon. 

For wine with an alcoholic con- 
tent in excess of 20 per cent by 
weight, 40 cents a gallon. 

For all other intoxicating 
liquors, alcoholic and spirits, 50 
cents a gallon. (Gov. Park in his 
tax recommendations to the spe- 
cial session of the Legislature 
recommended a State tax of $l a 
gallon for whisky, rum, gin and 
other intoxicating beverages.) 


The License Provisions. 

In addition-to the so-called priv- 
ilege tax, the substitute bill pro- 
poses the following schedule of 
licenses and annual fees: 

Manufacturers, $2000 a year. 

Wholesalers and distributors, 
$750 a year. 

Retailers selling only in the orig- 
inal package in quantities rang- 
ing from two ounces to three gal- 
lons not to be consumed on the 
premises, $50 a year. 

Retailers selling either in the 
original package, or by the drink, 
with meals, $750 a year. This 
class includes hotels, restaurants, 
clubs or taverns. 

Special licenses, for banquets, 
conventions or other gatherings, 
not covered by other retail classi- 
fications a fee of $10 a day.

the Soviet Foreign Minister. 

The next step will be presenta- 
tion of the situation to President 
Roosevelt late this afternoon. No 
further State Department meeting 
is planned. 

It appeared not unlikely that the 
indicated  Hull-Litvinoff accord 
forecast the early establishment of 
a relationship between the United 
States and the Soviet. 

At the forenoon conference, Hul! 
was advised by the same five as- 
sociates who were with him yester- 
day, while Litvinoff had Ivan Divil- 
kovsky as his adviser. American 
experts were Under-Secretary Wil- 
liam Phillips, Assistant Secretary 
R. Walton Moore, William Bullitt, 
special assistant to Hull; Robert 
Kelley, chief of the Eastern Euro- 
pean division, and Henry Morgen- 
thau Jr., governor of the Farm 
Credit Administration. 
Litvinoff Guest at Luncheon. 
Hull later honored Litvinoff at 
luncheon, the guests including 
Government officials, Senator Couz- 
ens of Michigan, and methbers of 
the commission’s party, including: 
Boris Skvirsky, chief of the Soviet 
Information Bureau and Litvinoff’s 
host in Washington; Peter Bogda- 
nov, chairman of the Amtorg Trad- 
ing Corporation; and Konstantin 
Umansky, chief of the information 
division of the Soviet Commissariat 
for Foreign Affairs. 
Without waiting for a formal] busi- 
ness engagement, President Roose- 
velt used an after-luncheon hour to 
chat personally with the Russian 
envoy yesterday. 

Litvinoff came away pleased with 
the progress toward the goal of his 
visit — formal diplomatic recogni- 
tion. He and Hull wanted to polish 
their understandings and send the 
whole question to the White House 
for President Roosevelt's final say. 
After Litvinoff’s second talk with 
Secretary Hull, a joint communique 
was issued saying: 
“In the discussions, numerous 
problems came up for considera- 
tion. These included debt claima 
against the Soviet, subversive prop 
aganda, trad: relations and other 
matters of lesser importance. 
“A review of these was necessary, 
but in view of the desire of both 
governments to end the 16-year im- 
passe, it was known that each 
would be disappointed if anything 
arose to block the way to recogni- 
tion.” 

A Significant Reply. 
Both sides were bound for the 
moment to a silence broken only 
by two joint and tersely formal 
communiques. But some quarters 
regarded as significant the reply of 
Litvinoff’s party when a Saturday 
social function was suggested. The 
visitors said it would depend on 
whether the Soviet Foreign Minister 
still is in Washington. 
Also stressed in official circles 
was Hull’s departure Saturday for 
the Pan-American economic confer- 
ence. Many believed Roosevelt 
wanted to reach his decision with 
his Secretary of State in the capital.

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NON-UNION MAN'S 
HOME 1S BOMBED: 


Two-Story Flat at 1533 Ho- 
gan Street Damaged by 
Explosion at 5 O’Clock 
This Morning. 


For the third time in three su-- 
cessive nights, a bomb was explod- 
ed early today at the home of a 
nn-union clothing worker. 

As in previous instances, no one 
was injured. The explosion oc- 
curred at 5 o’clock this morning at 
the two-family, two-story brick fla‘ 
at 1533 Hogan street, owned by 
Samuel Tocco, worker in a spa- 
ghetti factory, and his wife, Mary. 
who, with their son, occupy the 
first floor. The damage is estimut- 
ed at $300. ~ 

The second floor is occupied vy 
Mrs. Tocco’s brother, Jasper Maa- 
dina, and his family. Mandina, 
after joining the strike of the 
Amalgamated Clothing Workers’ 
Union, Aug. 25, quit the union and 
returned to work at the Korrekt 
Clothing Co., 1635 Washington ave- 
nue, three weeks later. 

The bomb was placed in the re- 
cessed entry to the building against 
the front door. The front door waz 
blown in and a door between the 
hall and a first-floor room in which 
Joseph Tocco, 12 years old, was 
sleeping, was torn away and fell 
near the boy’s bed. 

Mandina, his wife and their three 
children, Samuel, 8; Elizabeth, 5. 
and Catherine, 8 months, were 
sieeping on the second floor, where 
plaster felland sindows were brok- 
en. Mandina returned to work to 
day. 

Mrs. Tocco, employed at the Cur- 
lee Clothing Co. where no strike 
was called, also continued work 
today. 

Damage estimated at $1850 has 
resulted from the bombing of the 
homes of four non-union clothing 
workers this week.

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LAUNDRY OWNERS BAR 
ARBITRATION OFFER 


Again Suggest Mediation, Which 
Would Not Bind 
Either Side. 


Declaring they would have noth- 
ing to gain through arbitration, a 
committee representing 57 closed 
laundry and linen supply firms to- 
day notified Chairman McDonald 
of the Regional Labor Board they 
would not consent to that form of 
settlement of the strike and lock- 
out, which began Oct. 16. 

The recommendation for arbitra- 
tion was made yesterday by strik- 
ing drivers and union inside laun- 
dry workers after the owners had 
auggested mediation as a remedy. 

The difference between the two 
forms of settlement is that, under 
arbitration as proposed by the un- 
lans, the Labor Board would be em- 
powered to make a binding decision 
in the case. In mediation, Chair- 
man McDonald would merely lend 
his efforts in an endeavor to bring 
about agreement, with neither party 
under obligation to accept his find- 
ings. 

In a statement to Chairman Me- 
Donald, the owners again make an 
offer of mediation, providing the 
drivers call off their strike during 
the negotiations. Reasons for the 
refusal to agree to arbitration were 
outlined in part aa follows: 

“Of course, the unions would 
agree to arbitration. The owners 
have asked no concessions from 
their drivers, so the union would 
have everything to gain and noth- 
ing to lose. Aside from this it woula 
be impracticable at this time to 
conduct an arbitration of the dis- 
putes which apparently exist  be- 
tween the owners and the union. 
The proposed form of wage agee- 
men submitted by the drivers con- 
tains 37 paragraphs, each appear- 
ing to centain one or more de- 
mands. 

“A oonsiderable knowledge of the 
laundry and linen supply business 
and the conditions surrounding it 
would seem to be essential to an 
intelligent consideration of the dis- 
putes to be settled here. It is out 
of the question to expect 11 men 
(the Labor Board) to take the time 
and trouble that would be required 
to properly consider and determine 
all the 37 disputed demands.” 

The statement comments on the 
mediation accomplishments of the 
Labor Board in other disputes and 
continues, “the union is asking the 
owners to agree to a proceeding 
through which they can gain no 
concessions from their former em- 
ployes, because they are asking 
none, but might have conditions 
imposed upon them which would 
make it impossible for them to con- 
tmue operation of their plants. 

“The plight of the industry at 
this time is such that the owners 
must know what they are assum- 
ting before accepting any additiona! 
obligations. They alone of all par 
tielpating m this controversy, in- 
eluding the members of the Labor

‘ ———— The cost-of-living index advanced 
in September for the fifth consecu- 
tive month, reaching a point 9 per 
cent above the low of last spring 
and 1.7 per cent above last Septem- 
ber. Rents went up for. the first 
time since 1930. 

Industrial production in October 
followed the downward trend of the 
two preceding months, though at a 
smaller rate of decrease. The re- 
port points out that the continued 
decline, which was recorded despite 
the growth of purchasing power, 
was in contrast with the seasonal 
rise usually evident in the fall. 

Further summarizing the busi- 
ness situation, the report says that 
commodity prices have risen, and 
that recent increases appear to 
have been more pronounced in re- 
tail than in wholesale quotations. 

An Unseasonal Sltimp. 

Contrary to the normal move- 
ment, the output of mines and fac- 
tories declined in September by 8 
per cent, or at about the same rate 
as in the preceding month. Manu- 
facturing production fell off rela- 
tively more than mineral. Decreases 
were felt in all the major industries 
with the exception of food products. 
The greatest declines were in iron 
and steel, 18 per cent; textiles, 13 
per cent, and lumber, 22 per cent. 

The declines in the principal con- 
sumers’ goods industries, aside -rom 
textiles, were moderate, and not- 
withstanding the drop in the total 
industrial output, the index figure 
for third quarter of the year was 
49 per cent higher than a year ago. 
There was an increase of 27 per 
cent for September over the same 
month last year. 

Retail sales in September, the re- 
port proceeds, failed to extend their 
August gains.

Dressers Need Not Pay.

JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. *. —The 
State Board of Health may not re- 
quire a cosmetologist or hairdresser 
to pay a license fee for the priv- 
lege of operating a shop, under an 
opinion approved today by Attor- 
ney-General Roy McKittrick. H. C.

FEDERAL OFFICIALS PREDICT 
STRONGER BEER AFTER DEC, 5 


Some Producers Reported Already 
Increasing Alcohol to Pre-Pro- 
hibition Standards. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 9.—An up- [ 


ward revision in the alcoholic con- 
tent of beer, wines and ales coinci- 
dent with the demise of prohibition 
on Dec. 5, today was forecast in 
official circles. The law setting the 
present 3.2 percentage iimitation of 
alcohol in these beverages dies with 
the repeal] of the eighteenth amend- 
ment Dec, 5. 

Officials said some producers al- 
ready are increasing the alcohol 
content of their beverages to pre 
prohibition standards, and storing 
the product. "It was added the con- 
tent of some wines, ales, stouts and 
porters would range upward to 14 
per cent. 

There was considerable difference 
of opinion as to whether the alco- 
holic content of beer should be tn- 
creased, but many brewers were 
represented as believing the de- 
mand for beer would slump sharply 
unless alcohol in the brew was 
raised, say to 5 or 6 per cent.

GERARD FORMS ‘COMMITTEE 
FOR AMERICA SELF-CONTAINED’ 


Opposes Foreign Trade Based on 
Loans Which May Never 
Be Repaid. 
By the Aesociated Press. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 9.—James W. 
Gerard, former Ambassador to Ger- 
many, yesterday announced forma- 
tion of “The Committee for Amer- 
ica Self-Contained,” which has for 
its objective “the educating of the 
American people to the advantages 
of economic self-containment.” 

“Concentration of our energies 
upon our own country,” said the 
announcement, “does notimply that 
self-containment presupposes com- 
plete isolation. On the contrary,

Of recent 
years our flourishing export trade 
has been largely an illusion. To 
make possible huge shipments of 
our goods to foreign nations, we

DOLLAR LOWEST 
SINCE 1914 ON 
LONDON MARKEY 


Drops to $5,02 1-8 to the 
Pound in Regular Trad- 
ing and to $5.07 1-4 in 
Dealings After Hours.

LONDON, Nov. 9.—The Ameri- 
can dollar, showing increasingly 
the effects of the United States gold 
policy, accelerated its recently de- 
clining course today, clused today at 
$5.02% to the British pound, a new 
low record for the American cur- 
rency since 1914. 

Selling, much of which was re- 
ported to be from New York, was 
not in large volume, butthe scarc- 
ity of buyers on positions and un- 
certainties had the effect of de- 
pressing the «ate out of proportion 
to the busigess transacted. Yester- 
day’s close was at $4.94% to the 
pound. 

In dealings after the market 
closed the dollar fell to $5.07%. 

Neville Chamberlain, Chancellor 
of the Exchequer, went into the 
House of Commons today and pro- 
claimed anew the emp cpa 
of sterling.” 

“The general policy of his maj- 
esty’s Government,” said Chamber-~- 
lain, “is to retain for the present 
the independence of sterling as has 
been explained on several occasions, 
particularly in resolutions approved 
by Empire delegations at the con- 
clusion of the World Economic 
Conference. 

His declaration was in reply to 
the Labor representative Wedg- 
wood, who asked what steps the 
Chancellor was taking to prevent 
the pound sterling from a rise above 
dollar parity. 

‘Does independence mean that 
sterling should be independent of 
the dollar and tied with the franc?” 
queried Wedgwood. “No,” answered 
the Chancellor, “independence 
means what it says—independence 
from any other currency.”

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HEAD OF LEGION 
OPPOSES STAND 
OF ROOSEVELT 


E. A. Hayes Assails Limita- 
tion of Hospitalization 
Only to Veterans Dis- 
abled in War. 


Edward A. Hayes of Decatur, Til. 
national commander of the Amer- 
ican Legion, in an address at a dis- 
trict meeting last night at the 
World Theater, disagreed with 
President Roosevelt’s position on 
hospitalization of veterans, urged 
the ratifitation by the Missotri 
Legislature of the child labor 
amendment and opposed the rec- 
ognition of Russia and currency in- 
flation. 

Hayes, referred to the President’s 
statement to the Chicago Legion 
convention that the Federal Gov- 
ernment owed to veterans whose 
illness or disability is unconnected 
with war service “the application 
of the same rule which it has laid 
down for the relief of other cases 
of involuntary want or destitu- 
tion.” 

Wants Hospitalization for All. 

“Your Legion,” Hayes _ said, 
“doesn’t agree .with that. “It says 
it is the obligation of the Federal 
Government to see to it that ade- 
quate hospitalization is provided 
for the man, who, when his coun- 
try needed him, was willing to give 
his services, his life if necessary, in 
defense of his country.” 

The Legion, Hays added, would 
continue its efforts to obtain “hos- 
pitalization of disabled veterans 
who are reasonably unable to hos- 
pitalize themselves.” 

“The Government is now estab- 
lishing indigent camps or centers 
for the homeless,” he _ continued. 
“Thousands of them are disabled 
veterans who have been put out of 
Government hospitals into the 
streets. Thousands of hospital beds 
are empty, with the overhead main- 
tenance about the same as it was 
before.” 


Attacks Inflation. 

After advocating the restoration 
of pension payments to men injured 
in service, Hayes turned to infla- 
tion, declaring the Legion “wants 
a sound American dollar and wants 
the Government to study the dan- 
gers of inflation before any step is 
taken in that respect.” 

“We want to know,” he stated, 
“that the fellows who were maimed 
in the war, and from whom a great 
deal already has been taken in the 
way of benefits, will be receiving a

POUNTY COURT PLANS 


Majority ‘Engages Lawyer at 
$2000 to $10,000 Fee, G. 
O. P. Member Dissenting. 


An order was adopted by the 
Democratic majority of the St. 
Louis County Court yesterday to 
employ William J. Becker, Clayton 
lawyer, as a special attorney in con- 
nection with a proposed, $8,000,000 
bond issue, at a fee of $2000 to $10,- 
000, depending on the success of the 


issue. 


This order disclosed the 


that 


a $6,500,000 bond proposition for 
building sewers. The: other items 
would be $1,250,000 for a new 
court-house and jail and $250,000 
for an addition to County Hospital. 
The court’s intention regarding the 
last two items was disclosed re- 
cently in its applications for Fed- 
eral public works grants. It asked 
for a grant of $871,850 for the 
court-house and jail, giving the to- 
tal cost as $1,425,000, and $70,725 for 
the hospital addition, giving the to- 
tal cost as $300,000. 

No plans for the sewer system 
have been made public. It would be 
built under the County Court’s di- 
rection. A bill authorizing this, has 
been prepared for introduction in 
the Legislature. This is distinct 
from another bill sponsored by the 
County Organization:for Business 
Recovery, which would place con- 
trol of a sanitary sewer system in 
the suburban area under commis- 
sioners appointed by Circuit Court 
on petition of property owners. 

Associate Judges Schramm and 
Schumacher, the Democratic mem- 
bers of the court, voted for the 
order. Presiding Judge Wehmeyer, 
the only Republican, voted against 
it. Schramm introduced it and 
Schumacher seconded it. The or- 
der directed execution of the con- 
tract between Becker and the coun- 
ty. Becker signed the contract, but 
Wehmeyer announced he “absolute- 
ly would not sign it.” The contract 
calls for his signature as Presiding 
Judge. 

The contract provides that Beck- 
ez: shall handle all legal work, ex- 
cept litigation, in connection with 
the bond issue and act in this as

“the present depression,” outlined 
his plans for a council that would 
seek to “prevent such a catastro-

He spoke at the annual meeting 
of the Academy of Political Science. 
Daniel C. Roper, Secretary of Com- 
merce and guest of honor at the 
meeting, amended Swope’s comment 
with the statement that the Presi- 
dent’s recovery program was also 
designed to create safer conditions 
in the future. 

Other speakers, including Walter 
C. Teagle, president of the Stand- 
ard Oil Co. of New Jersey; Donald 
R. Richberg, general counsel of the 
NRA, and George A. Sloan, presi- 
dent of the Cotton Textile Institute, 
discussed the workings of the NRA. 

Makeup of the Board. 

As proposed by Swope, the Nation- 

al Economic Council would consist 
of 34 members—five Government 
officers, five representing the pub- 
lic, appointed by the President; 
eight representing labor, and four 
each from commerce -and industry, 
agriculture, transportation and fi- 
nance. 
“It shall be the province of the 
National Economic Council,” he 
said, “to study economic changes, 
advise the President and the Con- 
gress in regard to economic trends 
and make recommendations. 

“The various units of the council 
will direct their work and studies 
so that the violent upheavals that 
we have experienced in the past, 
which have led to so much unem- 
ployment and misery, shall be di- 
minished, and also to study ways of 
alleviating the hardships attendant 
on such cyclical changes as, after 
the best of human study and expe- 
rience, will still remain. Other 
studies to provide security and reg- 
ularity of employment and peace of 
mind of the workers shalk be un- 
dertaken by-the council. 


Richberg said the NRA was not 
designed to: exercise political con- 
trol over business, but to encour- 
age and sanction measures of self- 
discipline that will provide a gen- 
uine self-government of industry. 

“The Recovery Administration 
is seeking to establish such self- 
governing organizations of business 
men as may prevent-the rise of 
any more irresponsible dictators 
of industry, such as those who 
guided the American people along 
the road to ruin in the years before 
1929,” he declared. He warned, 
however, that: 

“If a machinery for the self-gov- 
ernment by industry cannot be cre- 
ated and operated, the control by 
political government is inevitable. 
That is the final issue of the recov- 
ery program. Every disputed item 
of that program presents the same 
choice.” 

Discussing collective bargaining, 
he said: 

“The employer .vho is still devot- 
ing his best energies to preventing 
his employes from exercising the 
right of collective bargaining is the 
best ally the Left Wing Socialist or 
Communist has in this country.” 

Sloan on Over-Production. 

Sloan, declaring the NRA had 
curbed over-production in the cot- 
ton industry, said if the recovery 
program was to succeed over-pro- 
duction “must continue to be rec- 
ognized as public enemy No. 1 tv 
capital, labor and industry alike.” 
Teagle called for full support of 
the NRA, sayine. “V2 are on a on» 
wav street and can’t return.” 

“I do not believe Washington 
wants to run business,” he said 
“but I feel that it is necessary for

Roper on Economic Planning. 

« Secretary Roper, discussing “E-co- 
nomic Planning—Its Responsibili- 
ties and Opportunitiés,” said: 

“It is evident to all that the na- 
tional recovery program cannot be 
successfully enforced without’ the 
support of public opinion, which is 
crystallized in the ranks of the con- 
sumer. 

“President Roosevelt’s recovery 
program fepresents the most im- 
portant and far-reaching attempt in 
history to distribute the burden of 
recovery among’ all classes, and 
thus to apply co-ordinated and co 
operated economic planning to the 
complete economic and spcial struc- 
ture of the nation. | 


“. . . broadly interpreted the 


first requirement of a planned 
economy is a co-ordination of In- 
formation between economic forces 
and economic data. In an emer 
gency program, however, it is some- 
times necessary to act first and ex- 
plain afterwards. But in a general 
long-term economic program, such 
as we are now striving for, sup- 
port in thinking and action is neces- 
sary from the start.”

Dr. Isaac Lippincott Tells 
Institute of Banking Plan 
Fails to Solve Disparity 
Problem. 


The so-called commodity dollar 
will not solve the problem of dis- 
parity in prices, Dr. Isaac Lippin- 
cott, p-ofessor of economic re- 
sources of Washington University, 
said in an address yesterday aft- 
ernoon before the St. Louis Chap- 
ter of the American Institute of 
Banking, ut Hotel Statler. 

His address, on the topic, “The 
Problems of Gold,” was one in a 
series under the auspices of the 
Current Events Group of the chap- 
ter. He discussed various questions 
arising from the administration's 
new policy of buying gold at fluc 


tuating prices. 
Roosevelt Indorses Plan. 


The commodity dollar has been 
sponsored by Prof. George F. War- 
ren of Cornell University, one of 
President Roosevelt's financial ad- 
visers, and the President, in a re- 
cent radio speech to the nation, in- 
dicated that he plans to make the 
commodity dollar the money stand- 
ard of the United States when he 
said: “When we have restored the 
price level we shall seek to estab- 
lish and maintain a dollar which 
will not change its purchasing and 
debt-paying power during the suc- 
ceeding generation.” 

Dr. Lippincott explained that the 
commodity dollar is in fact a “sta- 


tistical dollar’; that is, a unit rep- 
resenting the statistical average of 
the index prices of a large number 
of commodities. The Department 
of Commerce uses more than 700 
items to establish such an average 
Theoretically, the commodity dol- 
lar always would buy a fixed and 
unchanging unit of the combined 
commodity group. The amount of 
gold constituting a dollar would be 
varied as often as necessary to 
maintain the desired price stability. 

Price Ratio Not Always Same. 

The trouble with the commodity 
dollar, Dr. Lippincott said, is that 
it cannot abolish variation in price 
of commodities in relation to one 
another. That is, for example, the 
ratio of the price of cotton to the 
price of wheat is not always the 
same; it may fluctuate violently. 
And when one is abnormally low, 
the producer of that one suffers 
just as under any other maney sys- 
tem. It might be’ so with many 
other important commodities, he 
said, because each commodity 
moves within its own field and each 
producer is concerned with his own 
commodity. 

Discussing gold as a money 
standard, Dr. Lippincott said the 
important thing is that there be a 
fixed standard, and that gold here- 
tofore has served as a measure to 
which all other values might be re- 
lated. If gold were used as a hand- 
to-hand money, as at one time in 
California, it would have a direct 
effect on prices. He was not sure 
the relationship is so clear when 
most gold is held in bank vaults 
as reserves. 

Danger in Gold Buying. 

“The present gold buying plan 
won't do much good in the way of 
raising prices unless handled on a 
large scale,” he said. “And on a 
large scale it may do much harm 
by bringing other nations into com- 
petition for the debasement of their 
currencies. Such world competition 
might lead to absolute money 
chaos. 

“A country whose currency is 
cheap in relation to that of other 
nations is a good country for those 
other nations to buy from. Thus 
an effect of the cheapening of our 
dojlar would be to encourage our 
exports. But if it harms other na- 
tions they may take steps to offset 
it. It may succeed here as a tem- 
porary measure if other nations let 
us alone.’ 

Foreign trade is much more im- 
portant to European nations than 
to the United States, Dr. Lippincott 
said, explaining why he _ thought 
Europe would not stand idly by if 
the American plan should greatly 
interfere with her exports. 

As to a “managed currency,” Dr. 
Lippincott said: “You can Manage it 
on the upside, but not on the down- 
side. That is, it is easy when prices 


are rising, but not when prices are 


falling.” 

“The way to boost prices,” he said. 
“is to get business recovery. ou 
ean’t do it by operating on the 
money unit. Trouble comes when 
management gets out of hand.” 

“Control of Seasons.” 

Dr. Lippincott was asked if the 
present plan to control agricultural 
production might not aid in main- 
taining a fairly steady relationship 
between prices of commodities and 
thus make the commodity dollar 
more practical. 

“Well, it might,” he answered, “if 
you could control the seasons and 
the pests, and if you could control 
the demand.” . 

He caid the old Farm Board 
policy of trying to manipulate 
wheat prices had “practically de- 
stroyed our foreign market for 
wheat,” and he feared the present 
policy would destroy our huge for- 
eign market for cotton. It might 
enable competitive cotton growing 
countries to step in and underbid 
us and get the business.

AFCHAN KING 


Nadir Shah Ghazi Said to 
Have Been Slain by Ser- 
vants After Student Shot 
Him.

BOMBAY, India, Nov. 9.—The 


bazaars of Pesha a. heard today 
a tale of the assassination of King 
Nadir Shah of Afg.anistan yester- 
day. 

The King was slain, they said, 18 
he left his royal harem. An assas- 
sin shot him three times, but the 
ruler staggered through the door- 
way still alive. Inside the harem 
his favorites screamed. 

‘He was ‘filled at last, the gos 
sipers said, by the daggers of trust- 
ed servants of the palace. 

A message to the Consulate here 
said the King's son, Mohamed 
Zahir Shah, 21 years old, ascended 
the throne. 

The new King w:- married two 
years ago to a cousin, daughter of 
Sarsar Ahmad Shah Khan. 

His father took the reins of gov- 
ernment Oct. 16, 1929. He succeed- 
ed Amanullah, whose attempts to 
“westernize” the country met with 
opposition from certain Afghan 
tribes. 

A popular vote sent the late ruler 
to the throne from which he direct- 
ed improvements in farming and 
business. He built roads *»4d 
bridges and initiated construction 
of a trunk line railroad.

In Reply to Prof. Tugwell. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

OUR resume of the speech by Prof. 
Y Tugwell carriés illuminating informa- 
tion on the theories behind the adminis- 
tration’s program. These theories were 
first developed by Karl Marx. The falla- 
cies of the Marxist philosophy of sur- 
plus value and the over-production or 
under-consumption theory of economic 
crises have been well exposed. The state- 
ment that income has been put into cor- 
porate surpluses and taken away from 
farm and labor income is contradicted by 
all statistical evidence. Corporate sur- 
pluses over the past 50 years have grown, 
but so have real wages of both farmer 
and industrial worker. 

Mr. Tugwell, we hope, may be aware of 
the significance of “corporate surplus.” 
It may arise in a half dozen ways other 
than the reinvestment of corporate earn- 
ings. It certainly does not represent cash 
or purchasing power, as his statement 
implies. Again, unhappily, these sur- 
pluses exist only on balance sheets in 
most instances. If capitalizations of most 
American corporations are valued at mar- 
ket prices, “surpluses” simply do not ex- 
ist in most cases; in many others, bonded 
debt is under water. 

Mr. Tugwell does not believe that pro- 
spective business profits must appear be- 
fore the economic machine is set running 
again. A fair question at this point 
would be: Who is to assume the risks 
of paying wages, interest, rent and other 
expenses of business enterprise if there is 
no prospect of obtaining a gross revenue 
which will cover these expenses without 
loss? Avoidance of loss is synonymous 
with profit, and the greater the prospec- 
tive profit, the greater the confidence 
that one can go ahead hiring men, mak- 
ing future contracts, etc., a condition 
known as active business. Again, what 
substitute does Mr. Tugwell suggest for 


the profit motive that will have the same 


sustained driving force? 

Business does not ask for “guaranteed 
profits,” as Mr. Tugwell falsely states. 
Business asks merely for certainty and 
removal of the multitudinous handicaps 
forced on it by governmental planners. 

Mr. Tugwell asserts that orthodox eco- 
nomics means a return to deflation and 
lower wages. No one favors these condi- 
tions except possibly bondholders. Busi- 
ness men as a class are not bondholders, 
but debtors. Sound currency is neces- 
Sary to prepare the way for a rise of 
commodity prices in terms of gold, the 
only healthy kind of rise in prices. The 
present juggling of our paper dollar 
makes it impossible for anyone to know 
what the future value of the dollar will 
be. We are assured that the dollar will 
have a stable value in terms of commodi- 
ties for a generation to come, but in the 
present status of monetary science and 
banking technique, this is much easier 
said than done. 

As a discourse in economic theory, I 
much prefer Secretary Wallace’s excel- 
lent speech at Des Moines a few months 
ago.

Louis track dealers to meet the competi- 
tion of truckers who haul coal into St. 
Louis from the mines on the East Side.

Labor’s Case.

N continuing the discussion regarding 

the laundry lockout and clothing 
strike, let me say this: The average wage 
earner has made up his mind that he 
must remain a wage earner. He has giv- 
en up the hope of a kingdom come, where 
he himself will be -a capitalist, and he 
asks that the reward for his labor be 
given to him as a working man. 

Singly, he has been too weak to enforce 
his just demands, and he has sought 
strength in union and has associated 
himself with labor organizations. Labor 
unions are earnestly for the workman, 
but against no one. Mr. Curlee and Mr. 
Rauschkolb would have the public accept 
the belief that union labor discriminates 
against employers and is hostile to cap- 
italisem. I do not believe they have con- 
vinced anyone by their evasions and mis- 
representations. 


GOV. PARK ADDRESSES THE PEOPLE. 


_ Ostensibly addressing the Legislature, particular- 
ly the recalcitrant group in the Senate which is 
blocking his program, Gov. Park in reality took his 
case to the people. 

This Is the most powerful of all political strata- 
‘gems. Woodrow Wilson, as Governor of New Jersey 
and as President, employed it frequently. It was 
used with amazing success by Alfred E. Smith, as 
Governor of New York. Gov. Park can win with it 
in Missouri. 

Obviously, the time for gentle dealing has passed. 
After three weeks of the special session, it has be 
come clear that only the plainest speaking on the 
Governor’s part can bring the mighty Casey and his 
cohorts to book. It was this same band of political 
shysters which, last winter and spring, aided and 
abetted by utility and other lobbyists, knifed and 
destroyed every piece of progressive legislation of- 
fered for passage. The State knows its stripe. 

The history of the regular session cannot be repeat- 
ed now, because of the emergency character of the 
Governor’s proposals. A bitter crisis impelled the 
calling of the special session, and bitter crises do not 
wait upon the antics and evasions of political trick- 
sters. Before the special session was called, Gov. 
Park was notified by the Federal Government that 
further relief funds would be withheld unless the 
State raised money to meet Federal contributions. 
This means that Missouri must supply $4,000,000 for 
the coming year to save its unemployed from starva- 
tion. 

Most of the difficulty in the Legislature revolves 
around how this money is to be raised. Gov. Park, 
casting about for possible sources of revenues, con- 
cluded that the only feasible plan was a sales tax. He 
does not like a sales tax, nor do a great many others, 
including the Post-Dispatch. He would be willing to 
have a better plan substituted for it. But no one as 
yet has come forward with a better plan. The pro- 
posal to cut all State salaries 25 per cent hardly de- 
serves serious consideration. It would cause inesti- 
mable hardship, it would be an invitation to graft 
and it would not raise the money needed. 

Another difficulty is the presence of a large corps 
of utility lobbyists, who object to the Governor’s 
recommendations to permit small cities to build their 
own utility plants. This is a re-employment measure, 
and a means by which small cities can participate 
in the Federal public works program. The utility 
lobbyists, who were powerful enough last spring to 
force the passage of the notorious Buford bill, are 
so active at the present time as to constitute a ma- 
jor scandal. 

We are for the Governor and his program, and 
we believe he deserves the support of all Missouri 
citizens. He is trying to make the New Dea! effective 
in Missouri, and the irony of it is that he can do it 
only by suppressing opposition in his own party, 
whese members were elected to office on the New 
Deal platform. 

That is a travesty for the voters to remember. 
With the salvation of the unemployed at stake, these 
New Dealers are dealing from the bottom of the deck. 


= = — 
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UNTANGLING KINGSHIGHWAY TRAFFIC. 

A rational remedy is being applied to traffic on 
Kingshighway, between Lindell and Oakland, and 
the only wonder is that it was not done long ago. 
For years, the city has tolerated what are virtually 
two parallel streets, Kingshighway and the park 
drive, with vehicles moving in either direction on 
both. The matter will be greatly simplified, begin- 
ning tomorrow, by restricting southbound trafffc to 
the park drive and northbound vehicles to Kings- 
highway. This will serve to relieve the virtually 
constant traffic tangle at Kingshighway and Lindell, 
where six lines of vehicles converge, and two, fre- 
quently three, policemen are necessary to direct traf- 
fic. Pending installation of automatic signais and, 
eventually, grade separation, the present plan is the 
best that can be adopted for a troublesome situation. 
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REKINDLING CIVIC SPIRIT. 

It is gratifying that the recently organized Munici- 
pal Auditorium Commission is planning a period of 
civic festivity to mark the opening of the big audi- 
torilum early next year. The program should be 
carefully planned, to appeal to all elements of the 
people. It might well include pageantry, dramatics, 
community singing and dancing, Symphony Orches- 
tra music, athletics, drills and even speech-making— 
but serious talks should be minimized and the fanci- 
ful and frivolous encouraged. Such a series of at- 
tractions, to do the most. good, should be free, or, 
at least, open at nominal prices. It could be fol- 
lowed by the proposed grand opera season. 

This might very well mark the beginning of a 
new era of civic consciousness in St, Louis. The 
Louisiana Purchase Exposition of 1904 was a turning 
point in our community life, the Pageant and Masque 
of 1914 another, the $87,372,500 bond issue of 1923 a 
third. A civic festivity in 1934, incidentally, would 
give impetus to the idea of a new world’s fair in 
St. Louis, with aviation as its chief motif. Mayor 
Dickmann sounded the keynote in a recent speech, 
in which he announced two aims of his administra- 
tion: 

A new unity for St. Louis Forward. ; With 
our enviable financial standing, it is reasonable 
for St. Louis to aspire to a leadership in cul- 
tural and recreational as well as commercial 
activities in this whole trade area. Our new 
auditorium may well be a rallying point. A new 
civic consciousness in line with the New Deal— 
new opportunities for all citizens, an easier and 
fuller way of life for all of us. 

' As a matter of fact, the new structure is officially 
named Municipal Auditorium and Community Cen- 
ter Building. In it, St. Louisans may learn anew to 
work and play together—a rekindling of civic spirit.

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ON THE PUBLIC OWNERSHIP FRONT. 

The map of the public ownership front shows a 
zig-zag line of gains and losses in the results of 
Tuesday’s elections. The voters of Camden, N. J.. 
for instance, approved a $10,000,000 bond issue for 
construction of a municipal light plant, but those of 
Akron, O., rejected an ordinance to the same effect. 
Cincinnati voted 2 to 1 against the city’s proposed 
purchase of the local electric and gas utilities, and 
at Salt Lake City, the voters defeated an $138,000,- 
000 bond issue for a municipal electric plant. San 
Francisco voters indorsed the public ownership prin- 
ciple by voting a $12,095,000 bond issue for extending 
the municipal water works system, but disapproved 
it by rejecting a $6,308,000 bond issue designed to 
put the city into the electric power business. Green- 
town, Ind., voted $400,000 for a municipal water 
plant, and Columbus, O., voted $1,000,000 to improve 
its city light plant, but Youngstown, O., defeated a 
$500,000 bond issue to finance control of the electric 
utility. | 

This balancing of victory and, defeat for both sides 
indicates the intensity of the fight against utility 
monopoly, excessive rates and frequently inadequate 
service that is spreading over the country. The 
growth of municipal ownership and its stimulus by 
administration approval], through loans and grants 
from the public works fund, show that the utilities 
are being shaken in their once securely intrenched 
position. 

The single advantage upon the side of the utilities 
is the fear of increased taxes in the dépression. Un- 
fortunately, this was the determining factor in some 
of Tuesday's votes. In the case of Cincinnati, where 


the utilities had the press on their side, one of the) 


finest of municipal traditions suffered a setback. In 
all cases, it could be shown that the people would 
save, through lowered utility rates, more than the 
amount of the tax increase, but the public owner- 
ship advocates have encountered a skepticism bred of 
hard times and a disinclination for change. 

With the opening of the great Tennessee Valley 
project, which will present a yardstick for power 
rates, and with the accretion of figures from Tacoma, 
Ontario, Kansas City, Kan., and other areas that suc- 
cessfully operate public utility plamts, the cause of 
the public: ownership advocates will be greatly 
strengthened. It is a comparatively new principle in 
our economy, and these early setbacks should stim- 
ulate rather than discourage. the movement.

TWO CITY HIGHWAY PLANS. 

Two plans for new thoroughfares to facilitate 
traffic movement into and across the city, which 
are under discussion, deserve earnest consideration. 
One is for an express highway from Skinker boulevard 
to Vandeventer avenue, connecting with widened Mar- 
ket street. Its consummation seems assured, if the 
city can obtain the right of way for one mile, from 
Kingshighway to Vandeventer, at a fair price. The 
State has both the money and the desire to build it. 

Heretofore, all such improvements have been at 
the expense of property owners, but the new express 
highway would be of a different sort. The State 
Highway Department has some $12,000,000 from the 
Federal public works fund, of which one-fourth is to 
be spent in municipalities and towns. In other 
words, the new express highway, from Skinker boule- 
vard to Vandeventer, except for right of way alone, 
is a windfall from the bounty of Uncle Sam. 

Value of such a highway for safe, fast movement 
of automobiles would be tremendous. It would bene- 
fit local as well as suburban and cross-country traf- 
fic. A strip of Forest Park, paralleling Oakland 
avenue, must be sacrificed for it. When the park 
was laid out, it was intended to provide a street 
there, and this strip has not been extensively devel- 
oped. While the park would lose about 15 acres, ite 
appearance need not be marred and the practical 
loss need not be great. The plan calls for land- 
scaping of the highway. 

The other proposal is to utilize the Rock Island 
Railway right of way between De Baliviere avenue 
and a point in University City or Clayton or farther 
out in the county for a badly needed new boulevard 
to the suburbs and a desirable through artery for 
the western part of the city. The Rock Island is 
planning to reroute its trains into the city and give 
up this part of its line. A number of questions must 
be solved, including, of course, the all-important one 
of finance. If they can be met speedily, a considerable 
portion of the cost of construction might be obtained 
from Federal public works funds.

The Bar in England and Here 


Demand for clean-up of legal profession, in this country’s war on crime, leads Bain- 
bridge Colby to suggest that we can learn much from England; bar there is self- 
governing body of exacting standards, with no appeal tc courts on disbarments; 
British Judges are not in politics, but are chosen on basis of public confidence.

T becomes plainer every day that there 
| is a deep stirring of public opinion 
throughout the United States against the 
domination of our legal system by politics. 
The words of the United States Attorney- 
General addressed to the American Bar As- 
sociation, calling upon lawyers to “mend 
their ways,” and his warning to the bar as- 


sociations of the country to “clean up,” do 


not stand alone. 

From widely scattered points and through 
diverse channels of expression, the demand 
of the American people, becomes increasing- 
ly vocal and insistent that the independence 
of the judiciary shall be rescued from politi- 
cal influence and control, and that the bar 
associations of the country shall show them- 
selves capable of weeding out unworthy 
members of the profession and keeping out 
unworthy applicants for admission. 

For instance, the St. Louis Post-Dispatch, 
in a recent editorial, declares: “It is futile to 
make war upon crime in the United States, 
as the Government is doing, without attack- 
ing the enemy’s base. Crime in the United 
States has its base in the legal profession. 
Everybody knows this. Jurists know it. 
Reputable lawyers know it. The people 
know it. So do criminals know it. They 
have immensely strengthened themselves by 
establishing contact with the law. That 
gulf which should separate the underworld 
and the world of law and order was long 
ago bridged by this alliance in almost: every 
American city.”

How different a picture is presented as 
one surveys the bar in England, where the 
law is still a profession and where the mem- 
bers of the judiciary are in truth judges.. 

The bar of the British Empire consists of 
about 3000 members, a self-goyerning body, 
organized on the strictest trade union princi- 
ples. It is sometimes even referred to as 
the most perfect trade union in the world. 
There is no appeal from a decision of its 
committee. Members are admitted exactly, 
as to a union. 

First, one must be admitted as a student 
(actually an apprentice). The educational 
qualification alone is not sufficient. He 
must be vouched for by two members of the 
bar as a “fit and proper person” to be ad- 
mitted, even as a student. His record is 
looked into, before he is permitted to enter 
upon the study of the law. It must be 
clear of even a_ scintilla of a shady trans- 
action.

The necessary recommenda- 
tion is not always obtainable. 

At the end of three years, he can apply 
to be called to the bar. On this ‘occasion, 
he needs the recommendation of two Bench- 
ers (members of the governing body) as to 
fitness. Without this recommendation, all 
his. previous efforts count for nothing. There 
is no appeal from the decision of the Bench- 
ers. The tradition of high probity is very 
strong.

We are quoting freely from e@ most in- 


teresting article published in the State Bar 
Journal of California, written by R. M. Est- 
court of the Oakland bar, who, it appears, is 
also a member of the English bar. 

No mere attorney can hold judicial office 
in England. The bar, i. e., the barristers 
who have been “called to the bar,” monop- 
olize all judicial appointments. 

“The Judge,” says Mr. Estcourt, “is intel- 
lectually and legally head and shoulders 
taller than any pleader in his court. An 
English Superior Judge has all the case law 
at his fingertips. He never needs to ask 
pleaders to submit briefs. Also, he never 
loses his temper. If it is desired to ap- 
peal, notice is given there and then, and the 
Judge complies with the request ‘to make 
a note’ of the point. On the appeal, these 
notes form the basis of the decision. Often a 
verdict is taken subject to the decision of 
the point. This saves a new trial and re- 
examination of witnesses.” 


And as to the making of a Judge—his se- 
lection and appointment—how different it 
is there, from the bi-partisan deals which 
have become so frequent and nauseating in 
many of our states, where the party bosses, 
in a huddle from which the public interest 
is completely banned, agree upon a slate of 
servile creatures, wholly without the train- 
ing and character looked for in a Judge. 

“When a Judge is required to be appoint- 


ed,” says Mr. Estcourt, “the event has usual- 


ly been thoroughly discussed in legal and 
other journals; the public has already ap- 
proved of certain prominent King’s Counsel 
(barristers of mature age who have made 
their mark at the bar) on legal and ethical 
grounds. The Prime Minister congults with 
the Benchers, and two or three popular 
names are put before the King, who thus 
theoretically makes the appointment, and 
always one that he is sure will meet with 
public approval, i. e.. someone who has long 
ago earned public confidence.” 

This ideal of a Judge—“someone who has 
long ago earned public confidence”—is pretty 
deeply lodged in the minds of all right- 
thinking men. It should not be impossible 
of attainment under our own legal and po- 
litical system. Whatever obstacles there are 
to its attainment should be brushed away. 

And it looks as if they were going to be 
brushed away!

Hoe. has done very well, but its vic- 

tory is by no means complete. New York 

City has a federal form of government; 

by electing the Mayor, Comptroller and 
president of the Board of Aldermen, Fusion 
has captured the central government. It 

has also captured three out of the fiv 

boroughs. But it has lost in Manhattan, in| 
the Bronx and in the county elections, in- 
volving the important office of District At- 
torney. 

This means that, on all questions of gen- 
eral policy, Fusion is in control. There is 
here, of course, a great gain. Fusion will 
make the budgets, and take charge of tran- - 
eit policy, franchises, contracts, the social 
services, education, the police. But, having 
failed to elect its District Attorneys, it will 
not control the whole machinery of law en- 
forcement. This may prove to be a serious 
handicap when Fusion, goes to war against @» 
rackéteering. 

The election turned out to be a crushing ~ 
defeat for Tammany Hall as the leader of 
the Democratic party in New York City. 
But the Tammany organization, as such, in 
its own domain on Manhattan Island, did 
astonishingly well. It failed to carry Man- 
hattan for Mayor O’Brien, but it gave the 
Mayor 37 per cent of the vote. He polled 
only 26 per cent in Brooklyn and Richmond, 
24 per cent in the Bronx, 23 per cent in 
Queens. 

The empire of Tammany has been de 
stroyed, but the basic Tammany organiz# 
tion has not béen.

On the other hand, the attempt by Mt 
Farley and by Mr. Flynn of the Bronx to 
seize the control of the city-wide organi 
tion failed completely.

LaGuardia’s reputation as a “radical, 
it does not appear that he obtained any spe 
cial support among wage earners. The fis 
ures seem to show that there has been § 
typical uprising of the so-called “averas* 
man” against bad government, high tax¢ 
and favoritism, rather than an expressios 
of deeper social discontent. 

It remains to be seen whether Fusion caa 
turn what is in appearance an ordinary vir 
tory for “reform” and “good government, 
into something more lasting and significant.

INDIAN PRINGESS TALKS 
ON TRIBAL ART DISPLAY 


Teacher at Oklahoma School 
Tells About Exhibit at City 
Art Museum. 


An Indian Princess, clad in the 
romantic garb of her  forbears, 
stood before a wide-eyed circle of 


children and an intént gathering of 
men and women yesterday in City 
Art Museum and told them of the 
art of her people, on display this 
month at the Forest Park Mu- 
seum. 

Princess Ataloa, of the Chicka- 
saw tribe, a Columbia University 
graduate and instructor in arts 
and crafts at Bacone College for 
Indians at Muskogee, Ok., was one 
of those who aided in assembling 
the Exposition of Indian Tribal 
Arts, and peculiarly qualified to 
talk about it. 

In appearance she met every ex- 
pectation of what an Indian Prin- 
cess should look like. Her long 
black hair was parted in the mid- 
dle and drawn straight back over 
her ears, falling into braids into 
which bright ribbons were woven. 
A loose dress of a coarse tan ma- 
terial had long fringes on the 
sleeves and hem and was decorated 
with heads. Moccasins were simi- 
larly ornamented. 

The Princess told wf the Chilkat 
blankets, the Hopi pottery, the Na- 
vajo jewelry, and the masks of the 
Iroquois. Black eyes flashed as 
she sang the song of the Indian 
brave to his loved one and sorrowed 
when she sang the lament of the 
Indian mother for her dead pa- 
poose. She told, too, why the god- 
who-makes-things-what - they-want- 
to-be made the owl sit all day in 
the trees with unseeing eyes, and 
why the rabbit has not the long 
legs of the deer. 

It was all, as the Princess said, 
to demonstrate that Indian art is 
not a dead art, nor are the Indians. 
Archeologists and museums have 


the current exposition is a com- 
prehensive effort to counteract that 
impression. 

Only in recent years, she said, has 
the white man come to the realiza- 
tion that Indian culture and tradi- 
tions may be worthy of preserva- 
tion and abated his efforts to “civ- 
ilize” the Indian by expunging his 
background and racial characteris- 
tics.

FIVER TELLS OF RS 
TRP OVER MT, EVEREST 


Commodore Fellowes Describes 
First Air Conquest of World’s 
Highést Peak. 


Why a group of British airmen 
decided last autumn to fly over 
Mount Everest, loftiest mounfain in 
the world, and how they attained 
their ambition last April and thus 


became the first men to view the 
peak from close quarters, was told 
by Air Commodore F. P. M. Fel- 
lowes, English flyer, in an illus- 
trated lecture last night before the 
Contemporary Club at the Obro- 
nado Hotel. 

The adventure, it developed, was 
primarily a sporting proposition 
which its promoters hoped would 
produce observations which might 
be of scientific value. 

“After all,” the lecturer said, 
“Everest was the last geographical 
objective in the world on which 
no man had looked. You Americans 
had flown over both poles, and 
had walked over one. You were 
kind enough to leave Everest for 
us, and we decided to have a look 
at it.” 

The Marquis of Clydesdale, who 
ultimately piloted one of the two 
planes that crossed Everest on 
April 3, led his associates in gain- 
ing the financial backing of Lady 
Houston, who gave 15,000 pounds 
(normally $75,000) for the expenses 
of the trip. 

“We decided on tLe thing in No- 
vember,” the lecturer, who was ap- 
pointed leader and technical «d- 
viser of the expedition, said. “We 
kad no money. Lady Houston rem- 
edied that. We persuaded a Brit- 
ish airplane manufacturer’ to 
equip two of his high-altitude 
planes for us, although he had less 
than two months in which to in- 
stall our’ intricate equipment—oxy- 
gen tanks and _ leads, camera 
mounts and electrical heating ap- 
paratus for the equipment.” 

The expedition was ready to 
leave England in January. Thetwo 
planes were shipped by boat to 
Purneah, in Nepal, India, 160 miles 
south of the Himalayan peak, 
where the Rajah had fitted out an 
airport for the expedition’s base. 
Commodore Fellowes and his asso- 
ciates, who included Mrs. Fellowes, 
then flew to India in two smaller 
planes. The expedition was ready 
to leave its base on March 15 for 
the attempt on the mountain. 

“After that,” the lecturer’ said, 

“everything depended on the weath- 
er man, who took high altitude bal- 
loon observations morning and eve- 
ning. We had only to wait until 
the wind at 35,000 feet, where the 
airmen proposed to work, fell off 
from 120 miles an hour, its usual 
velocity, to 30 miles an hour. 
“The day never came. On April 
3, however, the wind had died down 
almost to 60 miles an hour on that 
level, and I agreed with our air- 
men that that 


s our day.” 
Pilots of the planes, as told in a 
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story of the flight in the 
Post-Dispatch at the time, were the 
Marquis of Clydesdale and Lieuten- 
ant-Colonel L. V. Stewart Blacker. 
Observers, who worked with their 
cameras in temperatures of more 
than 80 degrees below zero, were 
Lieut. D. F. McIntyre and 8S. R. 
Bonnet. 

After a flight of three and a halt 
hours, in which the planes reached 
an altitude of 35,000 feet only to be 
drawn down to 30,000 feet by the 
downdraft of Everest, returned to 
their base, their mission accom- 
plished. The observers had secured 
many photographs of the peak, 
which is 29,141 fect above sea level, 
and has defied all efforts of man 
to reach it afoot. 

Slides and motion picture views 
of the mountain peak were exhib- 
ited by Air Commodore Fellowes. 
One of the unusual features photo- 
graphed by the explorers was a 
small lake in the -1idst of the snow 
on the peak. Geographers, he said, 
had concluded that since it was not 
frozen, like its aurroundings, it 
must be a body of warm water, 
heated by some internal agency of 
volcanic nature.

SPIEKERMAN GIFT” 
TO CITY ART MUSEUM 


$100,000 Worth of Miniatures 


to Be Presented Tonight by _ 


Collector’s Widow. 


A collection of miniature paint« 
ings, which the late Frank Spieker~ 
man spent 20 years in acquiring 
and which he valued at $100,000, 
will be presented formally tonight 
to the City Art Museum in Forest 
Park by his widow, Mrs. Edna 
Spiekerman,-who has come to St. 
Louis for the occasion from her 
home in .Greenwich, Conn. 

Spiekerman, who was born in 
St. Louis 63 years ago, had lived 
in the East since his youth, but it 


given ultimately to the St. Louis 
museum. He died last May at his 
home in Connecticut and was 
buried in the family mausoleum in 
Calvary Cemetery Kere. 

As a young man in St. Louis 
Spiekerman was connected with the 
Burroughs Adding Machine Co., for 
which he became Eastern’ sales 
representative. After his retire- 
ment in 1911 he devoted himself 
to collecting miniatures and oil 
paintings, and to cultivate his coun- 
try place at Greenwich, where he 
raised fine dogs and horses. His 
first wife died in 1928 and a year 
ago he married Miss Edna Louise 
Thomas, a native of St. Louls, who 
lived for most of her life in New 
York. | 

His quest for miniatures took him 
to art dealers and collectors in sev- 
eral countries of Europe, where he 
spent six months each year after 
his retirement. In his collection of 
102 examples are tepresented some 
of the greatest masters of the art 
in the eighteenth and nineteenth 
centuries. 

One of the outstanding items ia 
an album of 12 Madonnas by an 
unknown Russian artist, which was 
presented early in the nineteenth 
century to Nicholas I, Emperor of 
Russia, by a Roman Cardinal. This 
album, which Spiekerman acquired 
in Russia in 1928, was the last ime 
portant addition to his collection. 
There is a gold snuff box beare 
ing a portrait of Napoleon by Isa- 
bey, principal exponent of the art 
in France, and another by Dubois, 
which bears the likeness of Na- 
poleon’s children. 

Another Isabey in the collection 
is a portrait of Emperor Alexander 
I of Russia. Among the other are 
tists represented are Richard Cos 
way, George Engleheart and An- 
drew Plimer. 

Most of the minatures are wa- 
ter colors on ivory, but others are 
on porcelain or copper. They range 
in size from medallions about the 
size of a half-dollar, to pictures 
three or four inches square.

The special tariff division of NRA,

GANG LEADERS 
CONFESS SERIE 
OF KIDNAPINGS 


Alleged to Have Obtained 
$500,000 Ransom From 
Six Victims. 


By the Associated Press. 
CHICAGO, Nov. 9.—Three men, 


the accused chiefs of a band of kid- 
napers that extorted $500,000 from 
their victims in recent years, faced 


the detectives who had trapped 
them today in the parlor of a pri- 
vate home somewhere on the out- 
skirts of Chicago, and rt least one 
of them confessed. Pat Roche, a 
private detective and formerly ace 
of the State’s Attorney’s staff, said 
the story they told meant the 
breakdown of a gang whose iden- 
tity had been hidden until now. The 
prisoners were Frank Souder of 
Benton, Ill.; Julian or Dave Jones 
of St. Charles and Gale Swolley of 
Peoria. 

Souder was brought into Criminal 
Court on a habeas corpus writ, but 
at the plea of the State was re- 
manded into the Sheriff’s custody 
temporarily. He was allowed to 
consult his wife, Maude, and his 
attorneys privately. 

Officials asserted the alleged kid- 
naping gang included several men 
of college training, connected in no 
way with the organized gangs of 
Chicago and Southern Illinois. Two 
suspects, one of them “Handsome 
Jack” Klutes, whom the officers 
described as a University of Illinois 
graduate, were reported to have 
fled from Chicago recently when 
the roundup started. 

The Alleged Victims. 

Their alleged victims included 
James Hackett, Blue Island gam- 
bler, who paid $150,000 ransom; 
William Urban of Peoria, $100,000; 
James Ward, Joliet brewer, $45,000; 
John J. Lynch, turf news man, $50,- 
000, and others in Iowa and Au- 
rora, Ill. 

It was 2 a. m. today before one 
of the three broke down. Each had 
been held secretly several days. His 
purported confession, as published 
in the Chicago Evening American 
today—which man confessed was 
not discloded—read: 

“The first snatching we pulled 
was in 1930. We decided to take 
William Urban, a Peoria gambler. 
It was easy. His wife coughed up 
a hundred grand. This snatching 
was the result of a tip from Kansas 
City. 

“Roy Nolan—maybe you know 
him better by the name of Phil 
Wilson—Frank Souder, Jack Kultes 
—called ‘handsome Jack’—Eddie 
La Rue, Eddie Nicholson and Ed- 
die Wagner were in on that one. 

“We picked up Urban and took 
him to a bungalow in Joliet. Then 
we took him to Souder’s home. Ur- 
ban’s wife coughed up the dough. 
That was easy dough. 

The Kidnaping of Ward. 

“Ward came next. The Chicago 
Heights guy, Nolan, Wagner, Sou- 
der, Klutes and Babe Jones were 
in with me on this job. We got a 
house across the street from Ward 
and watched him for a month. 

“Finally we got him on the back 
porch. When we started to take 
him from the back porch, Ward’s 
daughter ran inside and got a gun 
and fired three shots at us. One of 
the boys knocked her down. We 


| had to slug Ward, too. 


“We took him downstate, to Pana, 
and held him four days. His wife 
came through with $45,000. She 
paid it to Souder at a meet in 
Decatur. 

“Hacket was number three. I 
don’t remember exactly, but I think 
it was around May 1, 1931. It was 
at the Navajo Country Club. 

“Souder, Wagner, Klutes, La Rue, 
Nolan—alias Phil Wilson—and I 
picked him up as he left the club 
house. We took him to a house on 
front street in Aurora. We kept 


Hackett—the first time—48 hours, | 


and finally Mrs. Hackett cary 
through with $35,000, which she 
gave to Souder—and she’ll be able 
to identify him.” 

Hackett, a gambler, hired Roche 
to trace his abductors, and has con- 
fronted them since their capture. 
The story said Hackett had been 
traced to Hot Springs, a member of 
the gang left there to spot him and 
the rest waited at Joliet for news. 

“The gang waited until Hackett 
returned and snatched him at the 
country club. Lying low for a while, 
they next decided on Lynch. Lynch 
was first taken to a hideout at 
Powers Lake, but the abductors 
found they could not conduct the 
ransom negotiations with facility 
from there. 

“Linch always used the Lake Ge- 
neva road, so we got a cottage near 
the road and when we got our sig- 
nals we left Chicago and put two 
men on the roadway and two men 
on the front porch of the cottage,” 
the purported confession read. 
“Jones was on the road and he was 
the one who gave the signal that 
the big car with Lynch in it was 
coming @own the road. He started 
out ahead in his car and the two 
men on the porch followed. 

Lynch Puts Up Fight. 

“Lynch was coming 70 miles an 
hour, but he couldn't pass the two 
boys ahead of him and they finally 
forced him to the side of the road 
and he jumped out and started to 
run across the field. Two other 
fellows in his car ran out to help 
him and we had to pull our shot- 
guns on them. We’ finally got 
Lynch and took him in his own car, 
still fihting, to Aurora. . .. To the

In jabbing to the body bend to 
the right and lower the body so 
that the glove and shoulder will 
be on a line when the contact is 
made. 

Jab No. 3 we will call the “hop- 
in” jab. It is just what the word 
implies. Keeping the feet the 
same distance apart, practice 
springing forward and jabbing at 
the same time. 

A clever boxing system is based 
on springing forward and then 
backward. We will call this the 
in-and-out system, and you will 
hear more of this later. Practice 
“hopping” forward and backward. 


But see that the feet are kept the 


same distance apart. Change of 
distance between the feet will 
cause one to be pulled off balance 
very easily. 

Later, practice the in-and-out 
springing on the balls of both feet. 

Always start from boxing posi- 
tion and practice these three jabs 
in order. ‘Try counting one, two, 
three, etc. Also practice the jab 
to the body.

KENNETT, Mo., Nov. &—Officers 
said today they obtained a signed 
confession »ast night from W. 4H. 
Hutchins, former cashier of the de- 
funct Citizens’ Bank of Senath, that 
he and Delffiar Doherty, assistant 
cashier, planned the robbery of the 
bank in January. 

Their motive, officers said, was 
given by Hutchins as an effort to 
collect robbery insurance and keep 
the bank open. Hutchins has been 
convicted of embezzling from the 
bank and Doherty faces simila: 
charges. 

Officers said Hutchins confessed 
when he was confronted with the 
confession of Herbert Wilson, that 
he helped rob the bank when the 
two bank officers told him it was 
the only way he could save his fa- 
ther, a large stockholder in the de- 
pository, from financial] ruin. 

Hutchins said they intended to 
use the robbery insurance to cover 
up slow paper and frozen loans. He 
said they took young Wilson into 
their plans when arrangements they 
made with a Poplar Bluff gang to 
rob the bank, fell through. 

Doherty is also charged with com- 
plicity in the robbing of Dee Mc- 
Munn, messenger for the Jones 
Brothers Exchange at Senath. Four 
other men, Tom Craft and Rollie 
Nicholson, both of Poplar Bluff, 
Elmer Craft of Kennett and “Jap” 
Brooks of Neely’s Landing, are held 
in connection with the bank and 
messenger robberies.

— If Uncle 
Sam should revalue all his mone- 
tary gold on the basis of the price 
being paid by the R. F. C. for new- 
ly mined metal, it would dump ap- 
proximately $2,580,000,000 (in paper 
dollars) into his lap. 

The Treasury and the Federal 
Reserve System, in reporting their 
holdings of gold, are still reporting 
them on the basis of the old. gold 
standard price of $20.67 an ounce. 

On that basis, the monetary gold 
stock, as last reported, was approxi- 
mately $4,323,000,000. But if it were 
revalued on the basis of the pres- 
ent R. F. C. price, or even the in- 
dicated value of the dollar in rela- 
tion to foreign gold currencies, the 
total would approximate $6,900,000,- 
000 


Of course, monetary experts point 
out, Uncle Sam would not have any 
more gold, but he would have that 
many more dollars. There has been 
no indication from administration 
sources as to how much the dollar 
will be revalued, but such a staunch 
defender of the gold standard as 
Prof. Edwin Walter Kemmerer now 
suggests the dollar be revalued at 
about its present level in relation 
to gold. 

If this were done, the question 
arises, what will’ Uncle Sam do 
with all these additional gold dol- 
lars? Prof. Kemmerer’ suggests 
that they be used. as the French 
Government used an increase to 
the number of gold francs when it 
finally stabilized after the war. 
France used the franc to pay off 
its indebtedness at the Bank of 
France. Since we would gain in 
dollars about the amount of the 
United States Government obliga: 
tions held by the Federal Reserve 
Bank, Prof. Kemmerer suggests 
that the Treasury could redeem its 
bonds and other obligations held by 
the Federal Reserve. 

This would permit the reserve to 
issue a huge amount of additional 
currency, or it could expand credit 
to the extent of billions. 


LAST INDIAN WHO SPOKE 
LANGUAGE OF MOHICANS DIES 


William Dick Learned It From His 
Mother and Recorded It for Pho- 
nograph. 

By the Associated Press. 
MILWAUKEE, Nov. 9.—William 
Dick, 76 years old, Indian, who re- 
garded himself “the last of the Mo- 
hicang,” died Tuesday, and several 
ethnologists agreed that, with his 
death,the speech of the Mohicans, 
ceased to be a living language. It) 
never was written, except in the 
notes of a few scholars. 

Dick learned the Mohican tongue 
from his mother. A year ago, when 
University of Chicago anthropolo- 
gists sought his help in recording 
the ancient language, he was able 
to sp2ak many of the phrases once 
current in the Hudson River coun- 
try into recording devices. He had 
a vocabulary of more than 200 
words. Theré are other Mohicans, 
investigators said, but Dick was 
the last who spoke the old lan- 
guage of the tribe. 


Utah Coal Miners Unionized.

The agreement incorporates 
the collective bargaining provisions 
of the NRA coal code. The basic 
pay is $5.44 a day for inside work- 


ers and $4.48 for outside.

PUBLISHER DEFENDS 
HIRING OF NEWSBOYS 


Opposes Denial of Right of 
Employment to Children 
Under 18 Years Old.

SYRACUSE, N. Y., Nov. 9.—Je 
rome D. Barnum, publisher of the 
Syracuse Post-Standard, wrote to- 
day to Courtenay Dinwiddie, gen 
eral secretary of the National Child 
Labor Committee, accusing him of 
having misrepresented the newspa- 
per boy situation. Barnum’s letter 


said in part: 
“I do not agree with your state- 


ment that one who approves of the 
child labor. standards of the recov- 
ery program cannot conscientiously 
oppose the Federal child labor 
amendment in its present form. 

“For any legislative body to be 
granted authority to prohibit gain- 


ful employment ot all persons un- 
der 18 years of age, even though it 
may not be completely exercised, is 
something which is not only beyond 
the realm of reason, but un-Ameri- 
can and unthinkable. 

“You express surprise and disap- 
pointment at the attitude of ny 
newspapers on this question. This 
attitude is not surprising in view of 
your record of misrepresentation of 
the newspaper boy situation. Your 
attention has been called in the past 
to the use of pictures in your offi- 
cial publictaion, the American Child, 
which were not pictures of true 
conditions.” 

The letter cited a case in which 
blame for delinquency of certain 
boys had been placed on their work 
as newspaper boys, whereas, it said 
as a matter of fact they had been 
given such work at the earnest re- 
quest of school authorities and their 
father had been in court often for 
various offenses. 

The letter continued: 

“To deny minors under 18 years 
of age the right and privilege — of 
part-time employment would pre- 
vent the future generations from 
getting any business training dur- 
ing those formative years when 
such training would best serve its 
purpose. 

“There are more than 500,000 
newspaper boys now employed in 
the delivery and sale of newspapers 
without any interference with their 
hours of school. These boys, work- 
ing an average of less than an hour 
and a half a day, make aggregate 
earnings of approximately $100,000,- 
000 a year. Hundreds of them have 
been employed by publishers at the 
specific request of religious, educa- 
tional and social workers.

next? In other circumstances, nat- 
urally you would bid your hearts to 
develop the bidding constructively. 
In this case, however, you must not 
bid your hearts because you lack 
the ace. On the other hand, an ac- 
ceptance of the slam try is certain- 
ly obligatory because you hold 
three primary tricks and splendid 
playing facilities. The hand is ab- 
solutely safe at five, but hopeless 
at six, unless your partner holds 
two aces. If you should bid five 
spades, and he then constructively 
bids a minor suit to see if you can 
make it solid, inevitably you will 
gland in six, which may be too high. 
Bid four no trumps, which locates 
no definite ace, but does promise 
three primary tricks. If he bids 
five in a minor, bid five hearts. 
This says “I have a strong second- 
ary suit in hearts, but leck the 
ace, as told you by my refraining 
from bidding this suit as my first 
rebid. Sign off at five spades yn- 
less you have two aces.”

UCH can be done to protect

figurement produced by child 
bearing. 
Certain changes in the body are 
the necessary consequences of child 
birth, and many consider them as 
beautifying the figure. However, 
it is true that some women in con- 
sequence of having children gain 
weight excessively, accumulate fat, 
develop pendulous abdomens and a 
large bust measurement. 
To avoid most of these undesir- 
able effects, the expectant mother 
should place herself under the care 
of a doctor as early as possible, The 
doctor will then be in a position to 
advise her as to diet, exercise, cloth- 
ing, and necessary supporting gar- 
ments. 
Each case and each patient must 
be given individual attention. Rules 
can be indicated only generally. 
Thus, in the early stages, the aver- 
age woman does not.ordinarily need 
a binder or maternity corset. In 
certain cases, however, because of 
postural défects and because of 
weakness in the abdominal muscles, 
some type of support may be re- 
quired. 
Exercise is désirable in virtually 
all the stages of pregnancy, except 
in the case of women where such 
activity is known to interefere with 
the development of the child. In 
such instances rest in bed for days 
or weeks at a time may be advis- 
able,

a bust supporter, one which will 
not constrict the breasts or press 
upon them, but merely serve to 
keep them in the proper position.

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Successful Me thod of Drying Blooms by Sand Is Per- 
fected at Shaw's Garden.

OULD you believe that there 
W is a way to preserve flowers, 
with all their natural beauty 
of color and form, for months, per- 
haps a year? Experiments at the 
Missouri Botanical Garden have 
shown that this can be accom- 
plished and lovers of flowers will 
be gratified to learn that the proc- 
ess is so simple. 
You, no doubt, already possess 
most of the equipment needed for 
the experiment, and here is how it 
is done: 
Secure some dry, clean, not too 
coarse, sand. No special kif is 
required, but white silica sand, 
known as calcium chlorite, is very 
inexpensive, and produces best re- 
sults. To obtain, the right texture, 
sift the sand through a 40-mésh 
grading screen. If you have no 
40-mesh grading screen, do not buy 
one; the same results can be ob- 
tained by sifting the sand gently 
through about three layers of or- 
dinary window screening. Then 
heat the sand in your oven to dry 
any moisture and let it cool. 
Now, you are ready to put the 
flowers to the test. They must be 
freshly cut and it is vitally impor- 
tant that both the bloom and 
foliage be free from all moisture 
when placed in the sand. Flowers 
which have been standing in water 
in a vase, or upon which any dew 
remains, will only reward you with 
disappointment. The tiniest bit of 
moisture tends to aid decomposi- 
tion. 

Large clay pots make the best 
containers, but any old can or gal- 
vanized bucket may be used. If 
flower pots are used, the drainage 
hole in the bottom must be covered 
to prevent the sand escaping. 

Pour a little sand into the con- 
tainer and place the flowers in the 


sand, stem downward, and not too 
close together. Too many flowers 
in one container will tend to make 
the sand damp, thereby defeating 
the entire object of the experiment. 
The container should be of such 
height that the blooms do not reach 
the rim of the pot and can be well 
covered with sand. Continue add- 
ing sand until the flowers are com- 
pletely buried. Be sure that the 
sand enters the bloom well, taking 
care not to injure its natural shape. 
* . 

ABEL the pot with the name of 
Line flower and the date. Place 

in a dry room and allow to re- 
main undisturbed for at least a 
month. Some flowers require a 
longer drying period than others, 
possibly five or six weeks. 

To make sure that it is time for 
the unveiling, dig the sand care- 
fully away from one or two speci- 
mens, so as not to injure the re- 
mainder if the drying process has 
not been completed. Then invert 
the container.and carefully pour 
out the sand. Special care should 
be used in removing grains of sand 
which adhere to the dried blooms 
to avoid breaking the tissue which 
is very fragile after drying.
